REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: with 
submitted declarations to show diligence during the time period required, applicants 
have overcome the Kley reference. The Kley reference was the closest prior art. Jones 
was previously applied as a diamond film-forming method by Jones but did not include 
suggestions to cover part of the substrate or use ultrasonic nucleation. Blocking a zone 
of the surface to form a composite being partially uncoated with diamond film is taught 
by Kley and the ultrasonic nucleation step is suggested by Linares - combining the 
teaching of Kley with that of Jones would still not be prior art. Such teachings have not 
been otherwise identified in the prior art by the examiner in a manner applicable to 
Jones or other prior art.
